Town Meeting Warrant 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Monroe in the 
County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Monroe on Tuesday, the 9th day of March, next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the town hall and other town buildings. 


4. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the fire department. 


5. To see what action the town will take on rais- 
ing money for the purpose of keeping a physician in 
town. 


6. To see how much money the town will appro- 
priate for the maintenance of sewers. 


7. To see how much money the town will appro- 
priate for town road maintenance. 


8. To see how much money the town will raise for 
street lighting. 


9. To see how much money the town will raise for 
libraries more than the law requires. 


10. To see how much money the town will raise 
for the support of the poor. 


11. To see how much money the town will raise for 
old age assistance. 


12. To see how much money the town will raise for 
Memorial Day. 


13. To see how much money the town will raise for 
parks and playgrounds including band concerts. 


14. To see how much money the town will raise 
for cemeteries. 


15. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to distribute the inventory blanks at the time they ap- 
praise the property to be taxed. 


16. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to real estate taken over for non-payment of 
taxes. 


17. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to raise money on town notes if necessary. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $907.00 to the White Mountains Re- 
gion Association, being 1/100th of one percent of the 
town valuation, for the purpose of issuing and dis- 
tributing printed matter, newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertising, and otherwise calling attention to the re- 
sources and advantages of the town, in cooperation with 
the other 45 towns in the White Mountain Region. 


19. To see if the town will raise the sum of $400.00 
to control White Pine Blister Rust. 
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20. To hear reports of all committees and officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


21. To transact any other business that may legal- 
ly come before said meeting.

There was only one change in the teaching staff this 
year. Mrs. Amelia Vincent took the place of George 
McLure, who entered the armed service. Mrs. Vincent 
filled this position until the Christmas holidays when 
she was released to accept another position in Massa- 
chusetts. Since that time it has been impossible to fill 
the position of band instructor. 
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Early in the fall the rocks in the playground were 
removed to make a better playing surface. Just before 
the Christmas holidays, plans were made to have a 
skating rink in the back of the school. The ground was 
prepared for this, but the rink has not been flooded 
because of insufficient water pressure on the school 
water system. 


A new cupboard for the storage of food supplies has 
been built in the basement. I would suggest that some 
time in the future, additional facilities be purchased 
for the teaching of science in the seventh and eighth 
grades. A new bench has been installed in the manual 
training room. The new vises with which this new 
bench will be equipped will make it possible for each 
child to have the use of a vise at all times. 


The Rock Wool Insulation, which was installed last 
year, has resulted in an appreciable saving of fuel. 


The school made an excellent showing in the collec- 
tion of scrap last fall. War Stamps are being sold in 
each of the rooms of the school. These are only two of 
the many war-time activities that both the teachers 
and the pupils have been requested to perform. Their 
cooperation in the many new responsibilities brought 
about by the war emergencies is greatly appreciated.
